UEEN VICTORIA HONOURED IN THE 
ISLE OF WIGHT.—There cannot be a doubt 
that since Her Majesty has resided at Osborne in 
the early autumn, winter, and spring, the Isle of 

Wight has drawn an immense number of holiday-makers 
and residents to its towns. It is certain that in no 
part of Her Empire is our Queen more fondly loved. 
A photograph we have been favoured with from 
Newport supplies a signally conclusive eyidence of 
this. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, with Prince-s Victoria Eugénie and Princess 
Aribert of Anhalt, and attended by the Countess of Antrim, 
the Hon. Mrs. Grant, Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Arthur Bigge, 
Colonel the Hon. Sir Henry Byng, and Lieutenant F. 
Ponsonby (Equerries in Waiting on horseback), left Osborne 
at six o'clock last Saturday afternoon and proceeded to New- 
port, where Her Majesty received an address from bur- 
gesses of the borough. On arriving at the entrance of the 
borough, the Isle of Wight Troop of the Hampshire Cara- 
bineers, under the corimand of Captain Seely, received the 
toyal , and formed escort in the procession, which 
moved ata foot-pace through the High Street to St. James’s 
Square. The route was lined by the 2nd Battalion of the 
Scottish Rifles and the 5th (Isle of Wight, Princess 
Beatrice’s) Volunteer Battalion the Hampshire Regiment. 
A guard of honour of the Newport detachment of the 5th 
(Isle of Wight, Princess Beatrice’s) Volunteer Battalion 
the Hampshire Regiment, under the command of Captain 
Sweetman, was drawn up at St. James’s Square, and 
receiyed the Queen with a royal salute. 


On the Arrival of Her Majesty at the Dais,

Our Sketches represent him in Court 
attire, and also the Queen of Siam, mother of the Crown 
Prince Somdetch, who has been an Eton boy, and is now 
nearly twenty. -The Queen of Siam (who is Regent in her 
husband’s a ce) must not be considered an Amazon 
because she wears a ‘‘rational’’ costume—such as English 
Court ladies seldom or rarely don, save at a Fancy Ball.

The 
next two Princes, named Boripat and Abha, both 
received their ees education here, but_ Prince 
Boripat, who is destined for the military service in his own 
country, has been sent tocomplete his studiesat the Potsdam 
Military School, where he has already acquired a high 
reputation for quickness and assiduity.. Prince Abha, on 
the other hand, is intended for a naval career, and after 
training in one of our naval academies, is now serving as 
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that capacity he steered the ship with much skill through the | 


Suez Canal, and he was also on board at the Spithead Review. 
Thisroyal yacht is an English-built vessel and Captain Cum- | 
ming isan officer of Her Majesty’s Navy, whose services were 
specially lent to the King of Siam by the Admiralty for the 
purpose of navigating the yacht from Bangkok to England.

An Ostend Mail-Steamer in Collision: Three 
Fishing - Vessels Sunk.— A disastrous collision 
oceurred early last Saturday morning while the Ostend 
mail-packet Marie Henriette was crossing the Channel. There 
was a dense black fog, which rendered the night quite 
dark, and the steamer, which was commanded by Captain 
Vanderkerkove—a very competent officer—was kept at half- 
speed. Nothing occurred until two o’clock in the morning, 
when the steamer was about-half-way across. The,look- 
out suddenly reported a vessel under the steamer’s bows. 
It proved to be a large fishing-boat of the French type. 
The order to reverse the engines was given at once, but 
in an instant the steamer crashed into the sailing-craft and 
loughed through her. The incident caused a profound 
impression amongst the passengers and crew of the 
steamer, and a sum of about five hundred francs was sub- 
scribed on board for the widows and orphans. The captain 
and officers of the Marie Henriette were complimented upon 
the strenuous efforts which they had made to save life. It 
is thought that the vessel most probably belonged to 
Dunkerque or Gravelines. Information was also received 
at Dunkerque about the same time of the loss of two other 
fishing-vessels, the Jean Bart and the Marie Robert, off the 
east coast of England. They had crews of nine and eighteen 
me SETE and it is feared that all have been 
wned.

Yorkshire, should warn 
ladies and hair-dressers of the extremely danger- 
ous nature of ‘* Petroleum Hair Wash,” and, 
as the Star aptly remarks, ought to remind all 
storekeepers of the perilously inflammable nature 
vf much of the petroleum oil now sold so reck- 
lessly, and the cause of the majority of deaths 
from lamp accidents in London.

The 
bottle of petroleum produced was similar to 
th se used in the shop, and the other one was 
the same as sold to customers. It was labelled, 
“Petroleum hair-wash—must not be used in a 
room in which a fire has been alight.”

He did 
not know what it contained, but it was bought 
wholesale from Messrs. Masson, 1, Great Queen 
Street. They had used the wash about two 
years. In Paris it was known as “ antiseptic.”

when u ing the wash sold by witness, but she 
had a lighted night-light in.the room. He did 
not think it was inflammable except by light. 
Witness always warned customers of its danger,

said Mrs. Samuelson came to the shop by 
| appointment and asked for her head to be 
| washed with the petroleum wash. After wash- 
ing the head he was squeezing the hair, which 
| was very long and thick, and while twisting it 
there was a sudden boom and flash, and he and 
deceased were in flames. With the assistant’s 
help he extinguished the flames on deceased 
before attending to himself... There was no gas 
or light inthe room, but it was very hot, and the 
sun was shining through the skylight. It all 
happened in about twenty seconds. He did not 
know the wash was so dangerous as it was. 
He had never heard of an accident unless caused 
by a flame. Mrs. Samuelson expired from the

- The sale of such com- 
pounds ought to be forbidden by law. May I add that the 
imitation tortoiseshell hair-combs made of celluloid, and 
| worn by so many ladies, are almost as inflammable. If a 
| match be applied to one of these, it will immediately catch 
fire and emit a flame a foot high. A too hot curling-iron 
will have the same effect ; and I know of a case of a lady 
whose comb caught fire and burned her dangerously when 
she was merely sitting close by a b azing fire.
